SCHOOL CONSOLIDATION 

The matter of general education 
in I hi* country hn« reached a point 
when- m>>re and MTioin considera- 
tion will have to he (riven the 
((iip^tion of consolidation of rural 
school*. 

Of one fart there can be no 
question, our country hns reached 
a period in its history when its 
people must be given education. Ig- 
norance and illiteracy are no longer 
compatible with twentieth century 
life. 

Every person at all familiar with 
conditions under which the country 
schools are maintained, knows that 
under these conditions it is absurd 
to even hope that a child may ob- 
tain a competent education therein. 
With a school bouse to every two 
or three miles of territory, dividing 
up trt*> attendance and multiplying 
the number of teachers, two un- 
avoidable consequences result — 
terms are shortened and inferior 
teachers are employed. 

It is a fact, patent to all intelli- 
gent observers, that to attain to 
any proficiency in teaching, the 
person must choose this as his or 
her life work, and must labor to 
equip themselves for efficient ser- 
vii'i' To this end there nsnst be 
sufficient induc<#ieiit. The utter 
absurd'ty of a three or four months 
term at $25 or $30 per month fur- 
nishing that inducement, is plain 
to all. 

One of the greatest possible detri- 
ments to the proper education of a 
child is an incompetent teacher, 
and that the conditions just de- 
.-rribed: are fast flooding the land 
with a lot of incompetents is plain 
to all. And the child is the sufferer. 
Where he should be rightly and 
thoroughly grounded in all the dif- 
ferent branches, in reality he fre- 
quently has but an imperfect, and 
->»inetime> even a wrong ground- 
mark to build on, the results of 
which are seen in the woefully in- 
efficient lives of so many of our 
people. 

Again, it is too plain even for 
argument, that no community can 
educate its children on three and 
four months terms of school. Prac- 
tically the entire accumulations of 
the short term arc forgotten during 
the long vacation. 

There are, then, two indisputable 
requisites to the proper education 
of our rural population — competent 
instructors and school terms suf- 
ficiently long. Of course, in the 
•lenselv populated districts, schools 
can he m.i ini »ined of ssficust rfgB 
Ul guarantee the length of term, as 
this depends almost entirely on. the 
per capita, and given the term, 
with an adequate salury, the com- 
petent teucher is eusliy secured 
and the children's best interests 
conserved. 

But in the sparsely settled dis- 
trict- tin- i-, not the case, and here 
•liaM the imperative need of con- 
solidation — reducing the number of 
-. hools, thereby increasng the funds 
avilahle for each, tlni- ia.-iinng the 
dssiral roults of a longer term and 
more competent teacher. 

A- to just how consolidation may 
I.eM he accomplished, mu-.t he l.ft 
almost entirely to local conditions 
to determine. The public convey- 
ance pi. in is working well in many 
Motions. The development of good 
roads is also having a beneficial 
effect and aiding in the solution. 
But as we stated, this is entirely a 
lo.al question and must be worked 
out locally. 

The important point is that the 
people be brought to see the abso- 
lute necessity for sufficient consoli- 
dation of our schools to accom- 
plish the desired results. Uiven this 
conviction, we have no fearu but 
the solution of the problem of wuys 
and means will be worked out. 



LOCAL MAN KILLED 

The Chesapeake A Ohio train vic- 
tim found near Colby Station, in 

( lark county, proved to be that of 
Albert N. Amburgy, of this coun- 
ty, and relatives of the dead mnn 
went to Winchester Tuesday and 
identified the body which was taken 
to his home at Bean, in Montgom- 
ery connty, ten miles southeast of 
Mt. Sterling, Tuesday afternoon. 

Henrv Watson, a local lawyer, 
for whom Amburgy worked, Was 
convinced from the published de- 
scription of the man that if wa« his 
employe and he at once communi- 
cated with his relatives. Frank 
Amburgy and Oreen Spencer, both 
of Bean, Montgomery county, went 
to Winchester Tuesday morning 
and identified the remains of the 
dead mnn and had the body prepar- 
ed for burial. 

Amburgy had been in the em- 
ploye of W»«ir.oii for some time as 
a helper about his place and he 
had been assisting a force of car- 
penters, and the la*t seen of him 
was last Friday morning when ' he 
was given a check for $3 which he 
had cashed in this city and told 
some friends that he was going to 
I,ovi..gton, to which point he pur- 
"h»=ed a railroad ticket. It is be- 
lieved that the man, when he ar- 
rived in Lexington, spent all the 
money he had and being unable to 
purchase a railroad ticket caught a 
freight train in his effort to return 
to Mt. Sterling. He told Mr. Wat- 
son that he intended going to his 
home at Bean Friday morning. It 
was his custom to go home every 
Saturday and when he failed to put 
in his appearance Saturday his wife 
became alarmed. • 

Amburgy besides his wife, is 
survived by two children, aged two 
nnd four years. He was a native 
of Estill county, his father being 
Hubert 11. Amburgy, botff his par- 
ents being dead. He had no sisters 
or brothers.

HISTORY OF THANKSGIVING 

In one way or another, a Thanks- 
giving Day has been observed in 
Christian Europe for centuries be- 
fore it* celebration in New Englnnd. 
On the continent, and for a time in 
England, it occurred at Mnrtinmns, 
which waa a day of feasting and 
drinking. Occasionally, too, civil 
authorities recommended the ob- 
servance of some fixed day. To 
celebrate the victory of King Henry 
V., of Kngland, at Agineourt, Oc- 
tober 2ft, 1415, a public Thanksgiv- 
ing wus held on Sunday, the fenst 
of St, Kdwnrd, the King and Con- 
fessor. Such a day, too, was ob- 
served in Leyden, Holland, October 
3, 1575, .the first nnniversnry of that 
city from the siege by the Span- 
iards. 

In 1550, the second year of 
Elizabeth's reign, Thanksgiving Day 
entered Rogation day. Then it was 
ordered that thanks should 1 be. given 
!■> Almightv God, "for the increase 
and abundance of his fruits upon 
earth." In this reign, too, there 
was u (treat national T)twnV«<*ivtn<» 
Day that is worthy of note. This 
occurred Tuesday, November 19. 
1558, and was in commemoration of 
the great victory over the "In- 
vincible Armada." 

After the traitors in the Gun- 
powder plot had been tried and 
punished in 1005, it was ordered 
that because of their deliverance 
the English people should' keep the 
tit'tli of November every year "as a 
public Thanksgiving Day to Al- 
mighty God; that unfeigned thank- 
fulness may never be forgotten, and 
that all ages to come may yield 
praises to God's divine majesty for 
the same." The "fifth of Novem- 
ber continued a legal Thanksgiving 
Day for more than two centui its ; 
but in later years it fell into disuse, 
and in 1833 was abolished by par 
liament. 

Long before the advent of the 
Pilgrims in Massachusetts, all ritual 
contained expressions of gratitude 
to God for his mercies. In that of 
the Church of England, special 
prayers were provided for the Sun- 
day service. This .service, however, 
must be carefully distinguished 
from the Thanksgiving Day of the 
Pilgrim fathers. Failure to make 
this distinction has led to the 
groundless claim that the Popham 
colonists were "the first to keep 
Thanksgiving Day" in America. 

The record made in his "Breeches 
Bible" by William White, who came 
over In the Mayflower, has far more 
significance in determining the orig- 
in of our American ThjtttksfiYlBf 
Day than the event at Monliegun. 
The record read: "William White 
married on ye 3rd day of March, 

1020, to Susannah Tilly, Pe refine 
W hite born on board ye Mayflower 
in Cape Cod harbor. Sonne born 
to Susannah White 19th ye six 
o'clock morning. Next day we meet 
for prayer and thanksgiving." Thk 
meeting "for prayer and thank-ejv- 
ing" was not on Sunday, but on 
Tue-duy. 

The prototype of our pre- cut 
Thanksgiving Day is found in the 
harvest festival at Plymouth in 

1021. The long winter thut follow- 
ed the establishment of the colony 
had been so severe that less than 
half the .settlers had survived it.

It continued 
a week. 

The records make no mention of 
i thanksgiving day in the next 
year, but in the year following, 
1()23, .such a day was held. This, 
however, was not in the autumn, hut 
in July on the arrival of provisions 
tnm Kngland. Nearly 50 years 
pass before we hear of another 
thanksgiving (Say at Plymouth. 
There was one in KitiS, and another 
tot the accession of the Orange 
Quarts, William and Mary, in MM. 
An autumnal thanksgiving was held 
in 1C90, the last in the history of 
I'h mouth colony. 

Independently of Plymouth, Mas- 
sachusetts Buy colony hud occa- 
sionally it- own thanksgiving days, 
'flu-re was .such a day law tin "-afc 
arrival of ships," July 8, 1 030 ; 
and again the next February, when 
the piovi-ion ship, Ambrose, arriv- 
ed. In lt>3'2, the general court or- 
dered a "publique" thanksgiving 
.lay in recognition of the "m'cy of 
Ood vouchsafed to the churches of 
God in Germany and the I'allatin- 
atc " The next year the court, be- 
cuuse of the bountiful harvest, Ap- 
pointed October ltl as a thanksgiv- 
ing day— the first harvest festival 
in the history of the eolouoy. By 
1 1. mi the autumnal thank-giving had 
become an itnnual festival. 

During the Revolution Thanksgiv 
ing day became national. All 
through the war, congress unnuully 
set apart a day for thanksgiving; 
but after the "Thanksgiving for 
Peace." in 1783, there were no uior« 
until Washington becuuie president 
in 1789. On October 3 of this year 
at New York he issued a proclama- 
tion asking the observance of 
Thursday, November. 2tt, aa a day 
| of national thanksgiving. This waa 
the beginning of the orthodox "lu»t 
Thursday" that hius since been 



tioiis. By this time the festival 
hud general official rVco^nil ion 
throughout New England, and in 
this year, 1780, the Protestant 
Episcopal prayer books recognized 
the authority of civil government in 
the appointing of thanksgiving 
ilavs .

Snit has been filed iu the Clark 
Circuit Court at Winchester by T. 
Herman Staggs, formerly of this 
county, for $15,000 damages against 
his parents-in-law, Mr. and Mns. 
James E. Wade, of the Wade's Mill 
neighborhood, in Clark eounty, 
charging alienation of hi* wife's af- 
fections. Staggs says that in Aug- 
ust, 1011, he married Miss Russia 
Wade, in Bourbon county. Shortly 
after the wedding, according to the 
petition, he moved with hi* wife to 
Alberta, Canada, and there took up 
about 314 acres of- land, under the 
Canadian homesteaders' law. 

In 1913, and nbout a month be- 
fore the birth of their only child, 
James Staggs, the plaintiff, charges 
that his wife came to Clark county 
to visit her parents. He later came 
to Kentucky to return with his wife 
and the child, and then it wns, he 
claims, that his wife's parents per- 
suaded her to remain with ih >n. 
He returned to Canada, but con- 
tinued to correspond with ,his wife, 
until the summer of 1916, when he 
returned to Kentucky, and learned 
that his wife i.«d filed suit for di- 
vorce against %im. 

Stnggs claims that it was neces- 
sary, under the homesteaders' law, 
that he remain in Canada on his 
claim for sir months out of each 
yenr for six yeans. He claims his 
father-in-law and mother-in law 
convinced his wife that by his ab- 
sence in Canada, he intended to 
abandon her and the child, when 
they know, according to the peti- 
tion, that such was not his inten- 
tion. Being thus deprived of the 
society, the comradeship, the love 
and affection of his wife, the hus- 
band claims to have been damaged 
in the sum of $15,000.

Staggs, of Sideview, this county, 
and many old friends here will 
learn of hi'i matrimonial troubles 
with regret.

One serious obstacle to the cor- 
dial relationa thnt should exist be- 
tween •til classes o£ American life 
is. the unreasoning antagonism that 
so often exists between the town 
and the country.

IN GOVERNMENT 
RAILWAY^ CONTROL

Urged by Alfred P. Thorn. 
CREDIT MUST BE IMPROVED

Inoraaaa of Transportation Facilities 
Necessary to Secure Relief From 
High Cost of Living May Thus Bs 
Provided For by the Railroada. 

Washington, Nov. 28.— A new policy 
of government railroad regulation, 
baaed on constructive principles of 
helpfulness and encouragement Instead 
of upon prtnrlplea of reprexalou and 
punishment, was urged by Alfred P. 
Thom, counsel for the Hallway Execu- 
tive!' Advisory Committee, the flrtt 
WtttoM on oehalf of the railroads be- 
fore the Ncwlandt Joint Committee on 
interstate Commerce, which has instl 
tuted a general Inquiry Into the prob- 
lems of railroad regulation. 

"It is proposed by the Joint resolu- 
tion of Congress," said Mr. Thom, "to 
go Into a comprehensive study of the 
whole aubject of transportation, to 
make a new assessment, after 20 years 
of experiment, of lta history, Its pres- 
ent conditions and its future needs. 
The railroads accept the view thnt reg- 
ulation la a permanent Bjrf cziurir.g 
part of government In America and 
that the first duty of the carriers Is to 
the public. That duty Is to afford 
reasonable facilities on reasonable 
terms and at reasonable rates, and this 
must be done before any private Inter- 
ests can be considered." 

Certainty, Safety and Sufficiency. 

Mr. Thom contended that the real In- 
terest of the public Is In being assured 
of certainty, safety and sufficiency of 
transportation facilities, rather than In 
rates. The first consideration of the 
public Is to obtain transportation facili- 
ties. What the cost Is, la in reality a 
second consideration, he said. 

Mr. Thom proposed an Increase of 
transportation facilities as a method 
of securing relief from the high cost 
of living. "There have been less than 
1,000 miles of new railroad construct- 
<hl iu the United States during the past 
year," he said, "less thnn In any year 
since 184S, except the period of the 
Civil War. and yet the cost of living Is 
daily advancing owing to a shortage of 
supplies which might be remedied by 
securing access to new areas of pro- 
duction. 

Credit Must Be Improved. 

"This leads to the consideration as to 
whether railroad credit Is as good as 
the public Interest requires. It Is Im- 
possible for railroads to earn enough 
to supply the necessary new fncllltles 
from current revenue. They must be 
provided from credit. Investors can- 
not be coerced, but must be attracted." 

Among the conditions affecting rail- 
road credit which deter Investors he 
mentioned the following : 

"First, Railroad revenues are not 
controlled by investors, but are fixed 
and limited by governmental authority 
and not by one but by several govern- 
mental authorities, which do not recog- 
n'.r.o mitral Mlhflltj ror assured results 
I to investors and are uncoordinated.

The Investor must accept a 
subordinate obligation or security v. 1th 
do assurance of a surplus of earnings 
to sup|M>rt it. 

•■Sixth, Other competitive lines of in 
vestment present superior attractions. 

"Seventh, The railroad business Is 
largely controlled by |«>lltkal Instead 
of hmliiey* considerations. 

"We M| debate about what hat 
causn! the present conditions." said 
Mr. them "but ^e cannot debate about 
what the |>eo|i|e need. The President 
has taken the view that we must look 
forward In this matter und 'make a 
fresh assessment of circumstances' In 
order to deal helpfully und Intelligent- 
ly with the problem. Abuses are 
no more prevalent lu (he railroad husl- 
ness today than In any other hOKteeas 
humanely conducted. The great ques- 
tion now la whether the existing aye- 
ten] of regulation give* the public re 
liable assurance of sufficient present 
and future railroad facilities. 

"Those who oppose any change must 
make their appeal on the ground that 
'he present systems assure the public 
of tha ci.ni hind adequacy of traua 
portutlou factlltlea. If they do not, no 
argumeut baaed o_u the desirability of 
the present dual system .*.? regulalloii 
will be accepted by public Judgiueut. 
The question of 'slates' rights' It not 
Involved. If the regulation of trananur- 
tatlou faullltle* privately owued thould 
fall government ownership must ?ol 
low. and then all power of the state* 
uver the railroada would disappear. 

"Let ua debate this question, then, 
uot upon any mere theory or jealousy 
aa to the distribution of governmental 
power, but upon the large lasue of 
what the public luterest require* In 
respect of the ataurauce of adequate 
trauaporUUuu service."

Working too hard or too long, or 
sleeping too little or too lightly,

suffers. The desire to sleep late is 
the body's signal that we need more 
sleep in order to get rid of this 
I mi.Iv waste. 

In crisp, eold weather, in a bed- 
room with the windows open, the 
blood circulates rapidly. We breathe 
more easily, the air enter- the 
ttrafjl more rapidly, the purifying 
oxygen enters the Mood more freely 
mat eight hours of sleep will purge 
the system of nil the previous day's 
harm. . ' 

In rainy weather, ot in a room 
with the windows closed 1 , the blood 
circulates slowly nnd sluggishly. 
Ifreething uioist air is harder thun 
breathing dry air, so thut the body 
bus to do more work. This takes 
away soiae of ita eapaeity for re- 
moving the work poison. In addi- 
tion to tlus, when the air it damp 
the oxygen Id held fast by the air 
und it docs not go through the 

membrane of the hlood vc«>el- ill 
the lungs mi eusilv. The blood, 
therefore, receives less of the puri- 
fying oxygen and is uot u-> well able 
to rid the body a| the poison. 

Iu order lu make up for the dif- 
ference between drj uud U-iuu ait 



■ greater number of hours of sleep 
are needed. If, for example, on I 
rainy night or in a dosed room, the 
amount of oxygen received is only 
one-half of what it ought to be, it 
will be necessary to sleep twelve 
hours in order to secure as much 
good as tiglit hours in crisp and 
dry air. 

Sleeping late on rainy mornings 
shows that nature is not satisfied 
with the amount of recovery from 
work of the day before. This is the 
cnu-e of a "bad taste in the mouth," 
of much yawning, of aches in the 
joints and: of a bad temper at break- 
fast time. For exactly the same 
reason people in mountainous coun- 
tries sleep much less on the aver- 
age than those in the lowlands.

WHAT IS A LIFE TERM? 

In a public address a few weeks 
ago Governor Stanley arraigned 
the juries of Kentucky for the 
general prevalence of lawlessness. 
Now read this Frankfort telegram: 

"Governor Stanlev pardoned Bart 
P.clieher, of Pike county, who be- 
gau a life sentence at the reform- 
atory for murder last October." 

Sentenced in October to a life* 
term in the penitentiary, a fortu- 
nate citizen of l'ike, in November, 
receives 11 pardon from a Governor 
who sought a few weeks ago to put 
on hii iudefinite and constantly 
chancing jury responsibility for 
thnt lawlessness which disgracoa 
Kentucky. 

The record of the Governor in 
this pardon policy nullities the 
work of the jury, und makes the 
criminal classes believe that murder 
is no crime in Kentucky. 

Think of a life sentence, itu|x>sed 
by a jury, becoming limited by the 
Governor to one month; sentenced 
in October "for life," releused by a 
pardon in November. — Louisville 
Post.
